Mary Palaggi’s Sweethearts 
Found Murdered; Third 
Probably Fatally Shot. 


BLACK HANDERS RIVAIS? 


Within the fast few months two of three 
men, sweethearts of Mary Palaggi, a pretty 
Italian girl living at 1800 Armour avenue, 
have been mysteriously murdered by supe 
posed edmirers of the young woman. The 
third is probably fatally wounded from shot- 
gun slugs. All apparently were ambushed. 

The third, James Luce, was shot down 
yesterday afternoon in the street within 100 
feet of the Twenty-second street police sta- 
tion. He was taken to the People’s hospital, 
where it was stated he cannot live. 


The Dead Suitors. 

The girl's dead suitors are: 

JOSEPH SALVO, found dead in an upper

The commutation of sentence gives Morse. 
his complete freedom at once, but, unlike a 
pardon, does not restore his civil rights. It 
was granted upon recommendation of Attor- 
ney General Wickersham and Surgeon Gen- 
eral Torney, U. . 4 


Statement from the White House. 

The White House statement granting free- 
dom to Morse follows: 

“The president this afternoon commuted 
the sentence of Charles W. Morse to expire 
at once. This action was taken upon the rec- 
ommendation of the attorney general, based 
upon the following rpport of Surgeon General 
Torney: 

A careful review of these reports makes 
it clear to my mind that he ig suffering from 
a combination of diseases due to degenerative 
changes which are incurable and progressive. 
The reports show that both the condition of 
the kidneys and the heart are growing worse. 
I regard the attack of cardiac dyspnoea, or 
heart block, from which he suffered on the 
morning of the 15th. instant, as an ominous 
“occurrence. In my opinion. the prisaner.s 
duration of life will be in all probability less 
than one month if kept in confinement, and 
in the event of his release under commute- 
tion of sentence it is not probable that he wil! 
live as long as six months.’ ” 


Mrs. Morse to Join Husband. 

Mrs. Morse, who arrived here today from 
New York, was informed of the president's 
clemency to her husband. She wil! leave to- 
morrow for Atlanta to join her husband. 

The attorney general, immediately follow- 


ing the president's action, telegraphed to 


Warden Moyer of the Atlanta penitentiary, 
who technically was in charge of Morse, even 
though he had been moved to the Fort Mc- 
Pherson hospital, to release the prisoner. 
The army surgeons at Fort McPherson were 
similarly instructed. 

Morse will be freed by the telegraphic or- 
ders, it being unnécessary for the Atlanta 
authorities to await the formal warrant of 
commutation, which will be sent by mall. 

Efforts made for a complete pardon were 
unavailing, and under the law Morse could 
not be paroled until he had served five years. 
Under the commutation he will be allowed to 
leave the army hospital at Fort McPherson at 
once. 

May Be Taken to Carlsbad. 

Recent efforts in his behalf developed the 


|} fact that his friends wished to take him to 


Carlsbad for treatment, and tonight it was 
deemed probable here that he would be taken 
abroad at once. 

The commutation of Morse’s sentence came 
at the end of months of unremitting effort on 
the part of Mfrs. Morse and the banker's 
friends. Almost every day since the doors of 
his cell in Atlanta closed upon him Mrs. 
Morse and influential friends have besieged.

Y. M. C. A. “Mills” Enter- 
prise in Chicago Boosted 
"by Two Contributions 
of $50,000 Each. 


MONEY ALSO FOR GIRLS. 


D. A R. Project for Big Home 
for Working Women Re- 
Subscriptions.

More hotels of the “Mills” type—one for 
workingmen and the other for working girls 
in Chicago—were brought nearer to reality 
yesterday by gifts totaling $100,000 for each. 

In the case of the projected hotel for wom- 
en and giris the gifts were conditional on the 
raising of a total of $1,000,000. 

John G. Shedd and Cyrus H. McCormick 
subscribed $50,000 each toward the half mü- 
lion dollar fund of the T. M. C. A. of Chicago 
is raising to build such a hotel for working- 
men. It is especially designed for the use 
of poor young men coming to the city and 
leaving the home influence of country life. 
Previously $150,000 had been raised for this 
project, and the officials of the T. M. C. A. 
expect the other $250,000 will be given by 
five other men, and regard the enterprise as 
now assured. 

The plan for a million dollar hotel for 
working girls is the enterprise of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. The two 
conditional subscriptions announced yester- 
day were for $50,000 each from John G. Shedd 
and La Verne W. Noyes. 


T. . C. A. Gifts Announced. 

The new gifts toward the T. M. C. A. 
Mills hotel fund were announced at the an- 
nual meeting and dinner of the managers at 
the Auditorium hotel. The $50,000 each from 
Mr. Shedd and Mr. McCormick supplement 
previous subscriptions for thé same amount 
each from N. W. Harris, Jylius Rosenwald, 
and James A. Patten. 
4 $25,000 contribution to the endowment 
fund of the T. M. C. A.’s North Side Boys’ 
club was also announced. Its donor asked 
that his name be kept secret. This raises the 
endowment fund to $125,000. 

The $500,000 “‘ Mills”’ hotel for young men 
is to be mod after the D. O. Mille hotels 
of New York. The three in that city pro- 


vide shelter nightly for about 4,500 men at 


a cost of from 25 cents to 85 cents 4 lodger. 
The one projected for Chicago is to have 1,500 
rooms, a restaurant, an employment bureau, 


reading rooms, shower baths, and a laundry 


where the lodgers can wash their own cloth- 
ing. 
Year’s Work Reported. 

Two hundred officers and managing com- 
mitteemen of the Y. M. C. A.’s twenty-one 
Chicago departments listened to the an- 
nouncement of the latest donations. It was 
followed by the annual report of L. Wilbur [ 
Messser, general secretary. He reported:

ENGLAND'S KING AND QUEEN 
MAY VISIT UNITED STATES. 


Ruler, After Attending Opening of 
Transcontinental Railroad, Likely 
to Go to New York and Washington. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—It is learned that King 
George and Queen Mary may visit the United 
States and that the king, in accepting the 
Duke of Connaught's invitation to attend the 
opening of the new transcontinental railroad 
in Canada in 1014, will extend his visit to 
Washington and New York. If he does, he 
will be the first British monarch to pay an 
official visit to the great English speaking 
republic. 

King George's father, the late King Ed- 
ward, was the only member of the royal 
family of Great Britain close to the throne 
to visit the United States, and his visit was 
made in 1860, when he was Prince of Wales. 
He traveled incognito under the name of 
Baron Renfrew. 

The news that King George and Queen 
Mary are considering a visit to the United 
States comes from the same source that 
announced the coming visit of the Con- 


naughts.

Chief McWeeny yesterday started the work

ARE ‘WORSE THAN ALCOHOL.’ 


Culhane Says Couples Can't Behave Un- 
der Risque Music. 


Music of the ragtime type is a worse de- 
moralizer of youth than any other evil of the 
dance hall, accerding to James E. Culhane, 
who is an expert on the subject, being part 
owner and manager of the dancing pavilion 
at San Souci park. 

Mr. Culhane says the music of certain 
songs, leaving out of consideration the words 
or the manner in which dancing is done, has 
a vitiating effect on the moral resistance 
of many young people. 

There is a certain kind of music—ragtime 
and its offshoots—which is as absolutely 
barred at our pavilion as indecent language 
or improper daneing, said Mr. Culhane. 


Written for Vice District. 

I don’t believe the people who have talked 
about the dance hall problem understand 
how important the choice of music is. I've 
been manager at Sans Souci far seven years 
and vo found that the only way to prevent 
breaches of propriety is to keep out this rag- 
time music written for the ‘Grizzly Bear’ 
and other indecent dances. 

“ We have at Sans Souci a decent chew: 
but even so we can’t afford to let the enter- 
tainers sent out by the song publishers put 
on this stuff that is written for the vice dis- 
trict. 


More Demoralizing than Alcohol. 

“That music is more demoralizing than 
alcohol. The critics of the dance hall don’t 
seem to know this. Of course, dance halls 
that are really only saloons are another mat- 
ter.

A shipful of this 
article of commerce was being loaded there 
destined for Germany. Its usefulness hith- 
erto has been confined largély to the manu- 
facture of buttons and other articles-in imi- 
tation of ivory. On investigation Murphy 
found the heart of the nut to be a little s all- 
er than a golf ball and closely resembling 
ivory in every way, including texture and 
resilience. It struck him immediately that 
it would be necessary only to turn the heart 
of the nut down to the required size and it 
woulé answer all the purposes of the — 
cork core.

HAD AN AEROPLANE ABOARD. 


Rome Win Release Vessel if Airship 
Isn’t Sent to Tanis. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Jan. 18.—The eelzure Tuesday in 
Italian waters of the steamship Carthage 
by Italian war vessels, because an aero- 
plane was found on board, is raising a clamor 
in the French press, | 

Some diplomats express the opinion that the 
seizure will reise the most important ques- 
tion in international maritime law since the 
Alabama affair. They point out that even Bas- 
set Moore's ‘Treatise on Contraband of War 
and Neutrality did not foresee the ponsi- 
bility of an incident like that of a vessel 
being seized for carrying an aeroplans. 

The conference in London in 1009 also de- 
clared that aeroplanes were onty conditiona! 
contraband and not Mable to seizure when 
found on a neutral vessel. unless it was 
proved that they were intended for the 
enemy. 


Purely for Exhibition Flights. 

The aeroplane which was foymd on the 
Carthage was purely for exhibition flights in 
Tunis, Egypt, and Greece, while the por- 
tions of an aeroplane also seized were for 
the purpose of repair. 

Another point raised ts that the Carthage is 
a mail steamer, the selturt of which was a 
violation of The Hague agreement of 1907. 

The French parliamentary group for the 
promotion of international arbitration at 
a meeting today voted that incidents like 
the Carthage affair establish the necesst y 
for bringing the Turco-Italian war to an 
end. The meeting adopted a resolution to ask 
the French government te intervene in order 
to stop the conflict.

TELLS OF LIFE BATTLE. 


Captain Recttes Suffering in 
Storm Which Is Causing Dis- 
tress Near England. 


ABERDEEN, Scotland, Jan. 18.—Fifty- 
three of the crew of the British steamer 
Wistow Hall were drowned this morning 
when the steamer foundered on the Bullers 
of Buchan, off the coast of Aberdeenshire. 
Only Capt. Stoddart and three of the crew 
reached shore. 

The Wistow Hall had a terrible experience 
in the gale. Capt. Stoddar, who was re 
euscitated after a long period of unconscious- 
ness, relates « story of tempestuous weather 
from the time of leaving the Tyne Monday. 
The vessel got into difficulties Wednesday, 
when two of the crew were mortally injured. 
The captain himaeif had his spine hurt and 
his arm broken, confining him to his cabin. 

Finally the fires were extinguished and the 
vessel was at the mercy of the sea. A few 
minutes before it struck the steward assisted 
the captain to dress.

Nothing could be done to help the men, and 
in a short time all disappeared except the 
four who were carried by the sea to shore.
